Main Street and Lake Street in 
Antioch will be much brighter in 
about 80 days when the Public Serv- 
ice Co. completes installation of 
about 25 new light standards and 
better lights. Antioch's Village Board 
Tuesday night gave approval to the 
new project. 

The program will cost the village 
only a small increase in monthly 
electric bills. The Public Service Co. 
will install and maintain the lights. 

Exact increases in lighting and 
monthly bills still are not final but 
are dependent upon a further study 
by the company and street superin- 
tendent John Blackmail. 

Blackman recommended increas- 
ing lights to 6,000 watts on Main 
St. from North Ave. to the business 
district and from the business dist- 
rict to Rt, 173. Lake St. lighting will 



be increased to 4,000 watts from 
the business district to St. Joseph's 
Ave. 

The new poles will include a 14- 
foot overhanging arm from each 
standard. Several new standards) 
will be added in present dark spots 
— especially near the Scout House 
—and many old poles will be utili- 
zed, Blackman said. 

Antioch village officials are get- 
ing "burned up" about residents 
burning or piling leaves in the street 
and they threatened to get tough 
with residents who continue that 
fall habit.

It seems that "Doctor Zhivago/-whlch has

The book has been widely .read :and praised

Evidently, someone kindled the ;spark of 
"soviet dignity" in Pasternak, and he was forced 
to refuse the award which he coveted. Meanwhile, 
three Russian^scientists will be allowed to accept 
Nobel Prize awards in their field. 

The injustice to the man has rankled the 
entire world. , 

The threat it suggests to the freedom of 
artistic expression is even more tragic. It seems, 
to us, to mark the final degradation of the once 
magnificent Russian contributions to all the Hu- 
manities. 

The Russian scientists richly deserve their 
awards. Their success has not been given its full 
credit by the free world except perhaps for the 
fear it has generated. 

But the elimination of a man's talent be- 
cause it works in an unavoidably more provocative 
medium is a black mark which, we predict, will 
eventually do them more harm than any nuclear 
weapon. 

From ancient times mankind has cherished 
the independence of art in order to protect the 
gift of artistic experience. But perhaps the more 
important meaning of this independence to the 
world today is its provision of one field of human 
activity which- is to be kept 'free of the short lived, 
petty tyrannies of political organizations. 

We think that this is an important lesson 
for Americans too.

Antioch's Joseph Anzinger may 
have made a major fossil discovery 
on his job at Crystal Lake, *ay§ _: .' 
William |TurnbulI, ^assistant curator 
of ifossil mammals* at the Chicago 
Natural History Museum. '=. y ; f: 

^Tuesday night Anzinger's dredge 
turned up a giant leg bone ^prob- 
ably from a mastodon of about 12,000 
to 14,000 years ago. The animals 
freely roamed this territory at the 
receding of the ice age, TurnbuU 
said. , :. ; , ,- : 

"Any find of this sort is interest- 
ing^ scientifically but in order for It 
to be significant TWesnoUld" have 
more than 60 per. cent of the bones 
of ,,the animal/' he said., ■;■-■ 1^, . 

■Dredge work "was to 1 be halted 
Wednesday and Thursday oh the 
farm to give away to hand digging 
to divulge all the bones possible 
without destroying them. 

Anzinger Tuesday night brought 
home what he thinks was a thigh 
bone. It measured about IVz feet' 
long and was broken at the small 
end. It weighed about 20-30 lbs. 
He reported that two tusks, one six 
feet long, and another broken one 
about four feet lang, and some rib 
bones were found, also. 

"It looked like a tree trunk roll- 
ing down the bank," Anzinger told 
his wife of the leg bone. 

At the museum Turnbull said 
very few complete skeletons are 
found in- this area because the ani- 
mals probably were not deep enough 
in the mire. "They sunk down 
with their feet and thus leg bones 
'became preserved quite well," Turn- 
bull said, "but the upper portions of 
the bodies did not go deep enough 
and thus oxygen caused the bones 
to deteriorate." 

But if more bones are found, the 1 
museum will be highly interested, 
he said.
